Results showed I was 
correct in my estimate; and I confidently 
expect the results in November to dem- 
onstrate the correctness of my present 
prophecy, which is that Bryan will get 
the electoral vote of New Jersey.

RIVER OVER FIFTY MILES WIDE 


Valleys in Mexico Are Flooded and 
Houses Are Washed Away. 

Tampico, Mex., October 7.—The Pa- 
nuco and Tames rivers, which empty into 
the gulf at fhis place, are on one of 
the biggest their history and 
great damage has been wrought by the 
floods in the populated and cultivated 
valleys above here. At one point, near 
Chila station, on the line of the Mexican 
Central railroad, the Tames river is over 
fifty miles wide and has swept to de- 
struction hundreds of houses occupied 
by Mexican farmers and laborers. Many 
cases of drowning are reported. All the 
tributaries of these rivers in the south 
and eastern parts of the state of San 
Luis Potosi are out of their banks and 
have washed away whole villages and 
ruined thousands of acres of growing 
crops.

THEY ARE STILL IN THE TOMBS. 


Authorities Are Trying To Secure 
Possession of the Will. 


New York, October 7.—Albert T. Pat- 
rick and Charles F. Jones, ‘attorney and 
private secretary for the late William 
Marsh Rice whose checks they are ac- 
cused of forging, are still in the Tombs, 
whither they were committed in default 
of $16,000 bail each on Friday last. At- 
tempt will be made tomorrow by the 
authorities to obtain possession of the 
will alleged to have been drawn by Mr. 
Rice, in which he gave to Mr. Patrick 
his entire fortune after dividing about 
$300,000 among his relatives. It is the 
intention to submit this will, as soon as it 
ean be obtained, to the attention of the 
handwriting experts to determine its gen- 
uineness. In the meantime the experts 
will continue their examination of the al- 
leged forged checks and the two docu- 
ments which purport .to assign to Patrick 
the entire Rice estate. All of these have 
been declared fraudulent by at least five 
experts, but no attempt has been made to 
discover the author of the alleged for- 
geries. 
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HOT SPRINGS REPORT 
IS VERY INTERESTING 


Washington, October 7.—An interesting 
report on the Hot Springs’reservation in 
Arkansas has been submitted to the sec- 
retary of the interior by the superin- 
tendent, Martin A. Eisele. Mr. Eisele 
Says that the springs, during the past 
Season, reached the high water mark 
of popularity. According to the best es- 
timates, there were 9,000 visitors during 
the season. The income to the govern- 
ment from water and greund_ rents 
amounted to $18,670, while the fixed 
charges were only about $14,000, leaving 
a fair balance, which, in accordance with, 
the liberal policy of the government, was 
available for additional improvements in 
the reservation. The reservation includes 
911 acres, and im this tract there are 157 
government lots still unsold. 

The superintendent says the sale of 
these lots, which have been appraised 
at $75,000, would go far toward providing 
the money necessary in perfecting the 
work of park improvement now going for- 
ward, and he earnestly recommends a 
reappraisement of the ground and the 
sale_of the lots during March, 1901, when 
the influx of visitors to the springs is at 
its height. The free government bath- 
houses have grown to be a most impor- 
tant institution and of great benefit to 
the indigent sufferers who otherwise 
would not have the benefit of the waters. 
The record of this establishment for the 
rast year shows 9,508 applications for free 


| baths, of which only 216 were refused for 


various reasons. 

The total number of single free baths 
given was 169,030, at a net cost of 15 
cents per bath.* One of the curious feat- 
ures of the freg bath patrons 
the report is that there are bath fiends 
who have a morbid crave for the. treat- 
ment much the same as the craving for 
drugs and whisky among other inebriates.

VOTING SAYS THE OFFICIALS 


New York, October 7.—John McCullagh, 
state superintendent of elections for the 
1 €tropolitan district, today sent out rev- 

letters to the authorities of this 

touching on the coming election. 
a letter to Chief of Police Devery, 
McCullagh calls that oflicial’s at-

the houses quoted in the abstract of the 
letters given above. He then says that 
he has lately caused the investigation to 
be made of such resorts in the city of 
New York, and has in his- possession 
sworn affidavits establishing vi>dlations of 
almost every provision of law and ordi- 
nances, relating to such places, a major- 
ity of which are located on the east 
side below Fourteenth street, end from 
which are recruited the gangs of float- 
ers and repeaters who work in ‘connec- 
tion with fhe habitues, employees and 
hangers-on of similar resorts in the old 
and new “‘tenderloin’’ and othc: puts of 
the city. 

“From the evidence that has come into 
my possession,’ he says, “I am convinc- 
ed that an organized attempt js bke:ng 
made to colonize illegal voters for the 
next general election In and from these 
places,”’ 

He says if prompt action is not taken 
by Chief Devery in suppressing these re- 
sorts, he will invoke the aid of the state 
authorities, who are specifically empow- 
ered by law to proceed in these mutters. 
He also calls the attention of the chief 
to the law which directs the police of- 
ficials to cause an investigation of each 
name registered and the penalty for the 
neglect of such duty. His letter closes 
with a demand that the chief and the 
members of his command shall give to 
the superintendent of elections all the 
aid in his power in this direction. 

His communication to the chief is fol- 
lowed by another to each captain in the 
territory named, which practically covers 
the same ground, and also a similar let- 
ter to Mayor Van Wyck.

Immediately | After the President 
Reaches Washington Tuesday 
the Cabinet Will Con- 
sider the Chinese 
Situation. 


Washington, October 7.—Developments 
of any consequence in the Chinese situa: 
tion are not looked for until after the re- 


turn of President McKinley to the capitaJ 
He ts expected on Tuesday morning, an‘ 


on the afternoon of that day a cabinet 
meeting will probably be held, when the 
question presented by the French note 
will be gone over In an informal way. 
The French note, which recently has 
been addressed to the’ powers, is nnt ~«- 
garded as just now of pressing necessity 
for action, as several of the nations in- 
terested already have instructed their rep- 
resentatives in Pekin to ascertain whethes 
the {imperial edict completely names tha 
persons deserving of punishment, an4 
other features of the Freneh propositions 
contain proposals which can remain in 
abeyance. This government may not con- 
sider seriously the propositions which look 
to the prohibition of the tmportation of 
arms into China, and the dismantling 
of the fortifications. Interest meanwhile 
centers in the report which Mr. Conger 
will make regarding the adequacy of 
the punishments to be meted’ out by the 
Chinese government to those persons who 
were instrumental tn the boxer revolt, and 
the future course of this government may 
depend largely on what the investigations 
now being condu€ted develop. No advice? 
have come as yet from Mr, Conger on this 
subject but this fis not surprising, as the 
work to be undertaken fs of considerable 
magnitude. 

The war department officials expect that 
all the American troops which are to be 
sent from Pekin to Manila will be out 
of China by the 2ist instant. 

Such efforts as have been made by the 
state department urging the return of 
the imperial family to the capital city 
seems up to this time to have been in- 
effectual. The last official advices of Min- 
ister Wu, now about a week old, indicated 
their intention of going to Sinan-Fu, in 
the province of Shen 81, which is further 
to the west than they now are. The fact 
that the acting governor of the provinca 
was directed to “refrain from all extrava. 
gant preparations’’ in making arrange. 
ments for the ftmper'al family is, to Mr 
Wu's mind, an tndigation that their so- 
journ at Sinan-Fu ts to be but temporary. 
Conditions respecting the question of food 
and telegraphic communication were un- 
satisfactory in Ti Yen, in Shen Sli prov- 
ince, where the court has been located 
since its departure from Pekin and these 
essential requisites will be improved in 
their new abode. Mr. Wu believes that 
Earl Li, the principal peace negotiator, 
already has started for Pekin as a mes- 
sage of several days ago indicated that it 
was impossible to reach him by telegraph 
at Tien Tsin, as he had started for the 


capital.

Russian Minister and Earl Li Are 
Now Making Treaty. 


London, October §.—In a dispatch from 
Pekin to The Times, dated October Ist, 
Dr. Morrison says: 

“Tt looks how as if M. De Glers (the 
Russian minister to China, would negoti- 
ate with Li Hung Chang at Tien Tsin 
The American withdrawal will facilitate 
Russia’s negotiations concerning Man- 
churia. All the mandarins in Pekin 
have declined the empress dowager's or- 
ders to proceed to Tai Yuen Fu, assign- 
ing various pretexts.”’ 

According to the Shanghai correspond- 
ent of The Times, wiring October 5Bth, it 
is announced that Huai Tapu, nephew of 
the empress dowager, who was dismissed 
by Emperor Kwang Su in 1898, has suc- 
ceeded Prince Tuan in the tsung H 
yamen, and has also been appointed gen- 
eralissimo of the Chinese forces, replac- 
ing General Yung Lu.

DIDN’T TRY TO CORNER PORK. 


Sir Thomas Lipton Denies Statements 
Current. 


London, October 7.—Sir Thomas Lipton, 
in the course of an interview that ap- 
pears in The Daily Times this morning, 
denies any attempt to corner pork in 
Chicago. He says: 

“T have never yet tried to corner food 
On the contrary, my object has always 
been to lower rather than to raise food 
prices. What happened was simply this: 
I received a large government order, 
compelling me to keep a big stock in 
reserve. My buyers in Chicago bought 
extensively, and consequently I hold a 
rather bigger stock than usual. 

“It is legitimate business to execute 
my contracts, and their execution will 
not affect the American public at all. I 
object to corners on principle.” 


ANXIOUS TO PUNISH BOXERS. 


Imperial Government Making Effort 
To Disperse the Rebels. 


Pekin, October 3, via Tien TsIn, October 
6, end Shanghai, October 7.—It is report- 
ed that Tur @ Fu Hsiang has fled to the 
rrovince of Shen Si, fearing punishment. 
The irapression is erowing that the im- 
perial government is maKing an effort to 
disperse and punisn the “boxers.” The 
imperial troops who were seen Monday 
near Pei Ta Cru are believed to have been 
concerred in this movement. The acting 
viceroy at Tien Tsin Was notified that 
orders had been issued to disperse the 
boxers, but said he feared to send out 
troops because of the presence of the al- 
lied forces. An extended Japanese recon- 
nois;ance south of Pekin uncovered the 
enemy. This afterroon the American 
troops were reviewed by G2neral Chaffee 
in front of the Temple of Heaven. All 
the foreign staffs were present. 


Gunboats on the Canal. 


Tien Tsin, Oc ober 6, via Shanghai, Oc- 
tober 7.—The expedition to Pao Ting Tu 
is now scheduled to start tomorrow (Sun- 
day). It is reported that the boxers have 
placed improvised gunboats on the Grand 
canal to defend the town, although al- 
ready practically deserted in anticipation 
projected attack. The Russians

OVER 7,000 POUNDS OF 
DYNAMITE BLOWS UP 


Eveleth, Minn., October 7.—Seven thou- 
sand five hundred pounds of dynamit®? 
in the powder magazine at the Spruce 
mine, about half a mile from town, blew 
up about 5:30 o'clock this afternoon. A 
hole 100 feet square and twenty-five feet 
deep marks the spot where the explosion 
occurred. The force of the explosion was 
so great that there is not a piece of 
grass over a foot square within a radius 
of two miles of the mine. Practically 
every window and mirror in Eveleth was 
broken, while in saloons all bottled goods 
were demolished. The loss in the city is 
estimated at $30,000.

An unknown 
man was seen near the magazine, and 
it is believed that he was responsible, 
although that fs pure guess work. At 
any rate, the fellow has not been seen 
since.

Tacoma, Wash., October 7.—Passengers 
who arrived here today from the orient 
report that Robert Koch has arrived at 
Hong Kong. The eminent bacteriologist 
of the Berlin university has devoted a 
vear to investigations in the Duich West 
Indies and in the German colonies of east 
Africa for the purpose of testing his cure, 
which was only partly successful! in Ger- 
many hefore his departure. 

The scientist now announces to the med- 
ical world that his cure is positive and 
that every malarial district can be ar- 
solutely purged of the scourge. 

While on the island of Java Professor 
Koch procured several gorillas infected 
with malaria, whom he gave hypodermic 
injections of his virus and in whose food 
he mixed a medicine wich contains about 
50 per cent of quinine. The doses were 
much larger than those intended for hu- 
man beings and the results were eminent 
ly satisfactory.

In February, 1884, Anderson, a desper- 
ate man. a native of Mitchell, went with 
his brother-in-law, Ray, to a mica mine 
near Bakersville. Ray had a record of 
seven murders in twenty years.

| self-defense. He was Anderson's brother- 


in-law and the latter induced him to go 
with him to the mica mine. In the mine 
four men were at work. Such mines are 
very shallow, but the miners were in a 
trap and at the mercy of the desperate 
men at the mouth of the shaft. Anderson 
claimed to be the owner of the mine and 
so told the men. He ordered them to come 
out. They refused to do so. Instantly he 
and Ray began a fusillade, Ray killed 
two miners, Miller and Burleson, and 
dangerously wounded Burleson’s brother. 
Anderson killed Horton. He and Ray fied 
at once. taking to the wild mountains 
near bv, leaving their victims in the mine. 
The wounded Burelson told the whole 
story. It spread like wildfire and 00 an- 
gry men searched the mountains. Ander- 
son had friends. and so did Ray, and they 
were hidden for a few days, but the pur- 
suit became so hort that they surrendered 
themselves. They were placed in jail at 
Parkersville. Threats were made to lynch 
and counter threats to rescue, Governor 
Jarvis was on the point of sending troops 
there to guard the jail, but it was decided 
to remove the prisoners to Asheville. 
There they were several times guarded 
by troops. Once revolvers were found in 
their possession. They were tried for 
murder at Lenoir, the county scat of 
Caldwell, Anderson was convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree and was sentenced 
to be hanged. Ray was convicted of mur- 
der in the second degree and sentenced 
to twenty years’ imprisonment in the pen- 
itentiary. Both appealed. They were re- 
turnea to Asheville jail,,For ten nights 
they were guarded by troops. Roth had 
influential relatives in Mitchell. Some of 
their kinsmen and friends openly defied 
the law by saying they would release 
them. The sheriff and jailer appeared to 
consider their escape impossible. 

On the night of July 13, 1885, they es- 
caped from jail about 9:30 o'clock, in so 
daring a way as to lead to the belief that 
the sheriff and jailor were in collusion 
with therm. Two days before three broth- 
ers of Ray had arrived at Asheville from 
Texas, their home, and at the same time 
a dozen Mitchell county men appeared. 
On the night in question these people 
picketed the square on which the jail 
stands. It was a rainy and dark night. 
Tre sheriff and the jailor went in the 
jail. According to their story the sheriff 
went in the cell block, giving his pistol 
to the jailor, who stood in the corridor, 
with one hand on the lever which locked 
the cell doors. In an instant Anderson 
seized the sheriff, while Ray covered the 
jailor with a _ pistol. That prisoner 


turned over the sheriff to two other pris- | 
oners and slipped the lever so the door | 


was open from the cell block to the cor- 
ridor. The sheriff and jailer were 
and Anderson, Ray and three other pris- 
oners stepped out.

This was a signal 
to the friends outside, who early in the 
night had passed four pistols and an ax 
to Anderson and Ray; Those outside at- 
tacked the jail wall, while Anderson cut 
at it from the inside, and a hole was soon 
made. Out of this Anderson was the first 
to pass, with a pistol in each hand. The 
others followed. Two horses were ready 
near the jail. The ssurderers and their 
rescurers rode out of town, firing fifteen 
shots at persons whom they passed. The 
fire bell was rung and a great crowd as- 
sembled. Pursuit was begun at once, but 
no capture was made. The murderers 
and their escort rode hard for Mitchell 
county, tarried there but a little time, got 
money and then hurried to the far west. 

Ray’s wife went west and joined him. 
She did not stay long, but on her return 
instituted divorce proceedings on the 
ground of cruelty. Her attorney was J. 
C. Pritchard, now United States senator, 
then a lawyer in Mitchell county, and a 
widower. He won her case and soon af- 
Ray died not long 
after. Anderson’s relatives have known 
his whereabouts all the while.

Popular Employee of Southern 
Railway Killed by Negro 
Tramp 


THE MURDERER WAS 
STEALING RIDE ON TRAN 


Conductor Lattimore Discovered ‘Ne- 
gro Swinging on Baggage Coagh. 
Asked Him To Come Inside 
Car—Negro Then Fired 
the Fatal Shot. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 7.—(Special.}—= 
Conductor Marion Lattimore, of #4 
Southern passenger service, was murder- 
ed by an unknown negro tonight. Latti- 
more was brought down by a %38-caliber 
pistol ball, fired through the abdomen by 
a desperate criminal who was attempting 
to steal a ride into Brunswick. The shoot- 
ing occurred near the Four Mile crossing, 
as the Southern jerkwater was pulling in- 
to Brunswick. The negro then clung bes 
tween the engine and bageage ear for 
three-fourths of 4 mile before he leaped 
from the swift moving train into thé 
bushes and disappeared. 

Conductor Lattimore walked into the 
baggage car and fell into the arms of hig 
flagman, William Brock, and with a groam 
and exclamation sank into unconsciouss 
ness. 

The train was stopped and Lattimore 
was tenderly laid on the floor, but his 
condition was so desperate that the train 
was immediately started again at full 
speed and came into Brunswick with Lat- 
timore slowly regaining consciousness. AS 
the light of reason gleamed from his eyes 
Flagman Brock leaned over him and then 
the dying man breathed a whispered mes- 
sage of love to his young wife and two 
little children. 

The train was held and Dr. Hatcher re- 
sponded to the call for medica) afd, fol- 
lowed by Surgeon Hugh Burford, of the 
Southern’s staff. They did hing pos- 
sible for the wounded mam 

Many men volunteered théip services to 
Sheriff Berry to join in the chase of the 
negro with dogs and guns. tos 

General Agent Candler, of the Southern, 
tendered the train to the sheriff's posse, 
while others hastened to the livery stable, 
secured horses and were soon In the saddle 
on the chase for the man who fired the 
fatal shof. 

Lattimore was‘ removed from the coach 
and as the cot which bore his prostrate 
form was lifted through the crowd a roar 
of indignation against the assassin was 
heard. But a double posse was on its way 
to capture him and before daybreak he 
will be safe in Glenn county jail. Prom 
Flagman Brock and Mr. C. O. Jones, @ 
passenger, details of the murder were @D= 
tained as follows: 

The negro got on the short line South- 


‘ern passenger at the Six-Mile crossing.’ 


He was observed and Conductor *Latti- 
more, accompanied by Messrs. Brock and 
Jones, opened the door and called to him 
to come into the coach. The negro was 
then swinging on the right hand side of 
the forward end of the baggage coach, 
facing the rear of the engine. He shook 
his head when called to enter the car and 
Conductor Lattimore, misunderstanding 
his motion to mean a nod of acquiescence, 
walked back into the coach and waited 
for him to show up. The negro not emter- 
ing the door, Conductor Lattimore step- 
ped forward again with the remark that 
he would get him. Messrs. Jones and 
Brock warned him that they had observed 
the negro draw a pistol and advised Lat- 
timore not to go out of the door. The 
conductor replied that it was his duty to 
eollect fares from every one giding on his 
train, and as he said this stepped our on 
the rear of the engine. The negro, in the 
meantime, had crossed over to the right 
side of the coach and was hanging to a 
side support with one foot on the step. 
As Lattimore called him the negro raised 
his gun and fired. Lattimore then stepped 
back into the coach, into the arms of 
Brock. mortally wounded, The negro then 
swung to his position for a distance of 
three-quarters of a mile and jumped into 
the bushes, as the train slowed up at @ 
switch.

SUICIDE OF A STRANGER; 
FOUND IN AVONDALE PARK 


Rirmingham. Ala., October 7.—(Special.» 
Many people have visited the undertak- 
ing establishment of the Warner-Smiley 
Company to look at the body of the un- 
known young man who Saturday after- 
noon was found in a secluded place ia 
Avondale park, a suburb, dying from an 
overdose of morphine. ‘Some boys out 
chestnut hunting discovered the young 
man lying on the ground writhing in 
pain and groaning. The Avondale au- 
thorities were hastily notified and Drs. 
Martin and Sellers went: to-the unknown’; 
succor. Stomach pumps were applied vig. 
orously in the effort to get the fatal drug 


from the man's system. He was brought 
to the city and earried to the Hillmar 
hospital, where further efforts were made 
to save his life, but In vain, death com- 
ing on about 10 o’clock last night. He 
never was conscious long enough to speak. 
A cleaner’s letter mark was found on ihe 
inside band of his trousers, the letters 
being “J. E. B.”” An envelope from Sel- 
ma, Ala., was found about his person, but 
no other identification. .The body was 
embalmed and efforts are being made to 
have him identified.!;He was a young man 
between Swenty4two and twenty-four 
years of age. 
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CANDIDATES’ NAMES MUST 


BE FILED IN 


OFFICE TODAY 


Montgomery, Ala., October 7.—(Spectal.) 
Yesterday was the last day for filing 
with the secretary of state the names of 
candidates to be placed by him on the 
offictal ballot to be voted in November 
for members of congress and presidential 
electors. It was rumored here that Mr. 
Aldrich had been prevailed upon to make 
the race in the fourth against Bowle, 
and that his certificate would be filed 
with the secretary of state in time to 
be placed on the official ballot. This 
was not done, however, and if he con- 
sents to run now he will have to get the 
signatures of five hundred bona fide vot- 
ers in each county in his district peti- 


tion to have his name placed by the 
prohate judges on the ballot. It is not 
thought he will go to this trouble and 
expense on a very great uncertainty. 
As the matter now stands, there will 
be opposition in all of the districts ex- 
cept the second, fourth and ninth. With 
no opposition in the fourth, Alabama 
will send a solid democratic delegation to 
congress next fall. Dhere was some fear 


that the fifth district squabble would 
not be settled by the democrats, but 
the state committee has been called to 
act on this case and it is certain that 
the decision af the committee will be

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NEGRO TRIES HIS PISTOL; 
WHITE MAN WAS BEST SHOT 


Buena Vista, Ga., October 7.—(Special.) 
At Sellobe Station, seven miles west of 
here, last night, Wes Butt, a notorious 
negro, was killed on Colonel! B. 8. Miller's 
plantation by J. W. Steed. It seems 
that Mr. Steed had come home with his 
brother in law, J. W. Benson, who is 
overseer on the place, and about 8 
o’clock the negroes on the place were 
quarreling. Mr. Benson was sent for to 
settle the matter. In company with Mr. 
Steed he started out to do so. When 
Benson and Steed got to the negro house 
Wes Butt had got some other negro’s 
pistol and was requested by Benson and 


Steed to return the pistol to its -owner 
and leave, at which the negro swore, at 
the same time advancing on Steed, cut- 


| ting and shooting at him. He cut Steed 


slightly on his hand and put a pisto) ball 
through his shirt at the waist line, when 
Steed emptied his revolver at Butt, four 
of the bullets taking effect, causing in- 
stant death. 

At an inquest held this.morning by 
the acting coroner, the jury returned a 
verdict that Wes Butt came to hts death 
by a pistol shot wound in the hands of 
J. W. Steed, and that the same was justi- 
fiable. ‘

Mrs. McGlone was a patient 
at the hospital at Tusealoosa and on 
Monday last the physicians there ad- 
dressed Mr. McGlone, telling him his 
wife was ready to return home, Mr. Mc- 


Glone sent funds for his wife to return on 
but she had started before the money 
arrived in Tuscaloosa. She never 
reached her home in this city. It is be- 
lieved she boarded another train in the 
depot in Birmingham after arriving here, 
possibly the Atlanta train, which departs 
shortly after the train from Tuscaloosa 
afrives. McGlone is greatly disturbed in 
mind over the disappearance of his spouse 
and he is sparing no efforts to find her.

Senator Pettus - will 
make five speeches in the seventh dis- 
triet at the foilcwing places: On Monday, 
at Skydrum, DeKalb county; on Tuesday, 
at Fort Fayne; Wednesday, at Albert- 
ville, Marsha'l county; Friday, at Asnh- 
ville, St. Clair county; Saturday, at Rag- 
land, St. Clu'r county. Senator Pettus is 
in @xcellent health When he was asked 
this morning with regard to his position 
in the matter of a re-election to the 
United States senate, he sa:4:

Decree Handed Down. 


Judge Swayne, in the United States 
court, has handed down a decree in che 
case of the United States against the Ten- 
nessee and Coosa Railroad Company and 
the heirs of Hugh Carlisle, in which ‘the 
question of the forfeiture of about 90,000 
acres was involved. The land was oriz- 
inally granted by the g£overnment to the 
railroad company and Carlisle. its owner 
and builder. But in 1299 the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States filed a bill to 
declare the property forfeited to the gov- 
ernment antl the land was Placed in the 
hands of a receiver. Upon being heard by 
Judge Bruce, the case was dismissed and 
an appeal taken to the court of appeals, 
where it was reversed, the ground of re- 
versal being that a small portion of the 
land involved occupied a different posi- 
tion from the great bulk of it. The circult 
clerk was instructed tu ascertain the num- 
ber of acres contained in this lot and to 
this end a reference was held by Circuit 
Clerk Allison, of the United States court. 
He found that the lot contained 3,240 acres, 
and Judge Swayne then rendered a de- 
cree declaring this land forfeited to the 
United States and at the same time con- 
firming the title of the Tennessee and 
Coosa railroad and Carlisle's heirs to the 
remainder. The lands in question are sit- 
uated in the counties of Marshall, Eto- 
wah and DeKalb.

This 
year’s output promises to far exceed that 
of any year in the state's history. 

During the month of September, ac- 
cording to-the report of the state mine 
inspector, J. deB. Hooper, four fatal ac- 
cidents happened in the coal mines in 
Alabama, one of the victims being a 
white miner. For the nine months of 
the year there were twenty-eight fatal 
accidents, against thirty-two the first nine 
months of last year. One fatal accident 
has already occurred in the mines during 
the month of October.

6th. A resolution was adopted providing 
for the appointment of a county cam- 
paign committee by Chairman John Tow- 
ers. The committee will be appointed 
within the next day or two and will 
onen headquarters at Pratt City. The 
republican leaders are hopeful of making 
a good showing in this county, although 
their party has no congressional candi- 
date in the district. 


North Birmingham Election. 


An election was held at North Birming- 
ham, a suburb, today to decide whether 
or not the town should be incorporated. 
A large vote was polled, but the anti- 
incorporationists had a majority. 

The citizens of East Lake held a meet- 
ing last night, considering incorporation 
also. The sentiment seemed to be in fa- 
vor of tncorporation and a committee of 
thirty was appointed to further agitate 
the matter. This committee will meet 
Monday night and outline a plan of cam- 
paign.

AN APPEAL BOND IS ON FILE. 


Tuscaloosa Waterworks Company Ap- 
peals from Verdict. 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., October 7.—(Special.) 
The Tuscaloosa Waterworks Company 
has filed an appeal bond in the sum of 
$24,000 in the case of Il. L. Herring vs. 
the Tuscaloosa Waterworks Company. 
About eighteen months ago Herring was 
employed at the pumphouse of the Water- 
works Company, and in performing his 
duties he fell down a steep stairway a 
distance of some twenty or thirty feet. 
He suffered a number of injuries, one of 
his legs and both arms being broken. It 
became necessary to amputate one of his 
arms. He was dependent on an only son 
for support for himself and family, so 
the ‘people of Tuscaloosa subscribed 
enough money to build him a neat little 
home. At the present term of the Tusca- 
loosa county court his suit against the 
company for damages came up, and after 
the jury had been out nearly two days 
they brought in a verdict for damages 
for the defendant in the sum of $12,000. 
The filing of the appeal bond by the Wa- 
terworks Company is the first step in the 
appeal proceedings which the company 

has instituted.

SHOWS «WHAT 1S NEEDED 


Eight Thousand Persons Are Home. 
less on the Island and Houses 
Must Be Provided for 

Them—The Plans 
| Outlined. 


Galveston, October 7.—Miss Clara Bar. 
ton, president of the National Red Crogg 
Society, has issued a statement to the 
manufacturers and business men of the 
country, in which she appeals to them for 
aid in the way of material to be used in 
the building of homes for those who logt 
thelr all in the recent storm. Following 
is the statement: ; 

“To the Manufacturers and Dealers tp 
Lumber, Hardware, Builders’ Materials 
and Household Goods, and to the Busi. 
ness Men in General of the United 
States: Gentlemen—By the _ conditions 
which surround us—conditions which oniy 
those seeing them would be likely to con. 
jecture and none so likely as ourselves 
to comprehend—we are constrained tg 
| address you: 

“This unfortunate seaport island and 
_town had, four weeks ago, a population 
of about 4),000 persons. In one day and 
' night it is estimated that approximate. 
ly 10,000 of these were either drowned or 
killed by the fury of the storm. The 
buildings were largely slate or metal 
roofed; this broken rock and metal must 
have been hurled through the air like 
cannon shot. The bodies found are bad- 
ly mangled 

“We believe it is reliably stated that 
there is not one house in the area of the 
storm unuamaged by it. A large portion 
of those persons formerly occupying 
them are entirely without homes, or even 
| shelter, save such as persons nearly as 

destitute as themselves can offer them 
temporarily, to their own great inconven- 
ience and cost. 

“The number of this homeless class is 
estimated at 8,900 or more. Winter is less 
than two months away. Although a mild 
| climate, still snow and ice are known 
here. If tents would protect, which they 
will not, the seasand and the quicksand 
would not hold them down; the first 
norther would leave their occupants as 
unsheltered as before, and hardships, 
colds, pneumonia and consumption would 
finish what the storm has left. 

“Some substantial shelter must be had 
at once for these people, and it would 
seem to be the duty of those on the 
ground to put the facts in an intelligent 
form before the people of the country, 
who are not here, and cannot see for 
themselves and who could not compre- 
hend without seeing. 

“With this view the National Red Cross 
has, with the co-operation of the general 
committee, obtained estimates of the 
best known architects of the vicinity re- 
garding the material needed for the con- 
struction of the necessary number of 
houses, tenements or homes for the suit- 
able sheltering of these now unsheltered 
thousands of suffering people. 

“The following is a summary made up 
from these joint plans, and represents 
substantially the lumber and building ma- 
terial that would be required to shelter 
about 8,000 people in the most ordinary, 
one-story, weatherproof houses, built sin- 
gly or in blocks of tenements. 

“Summary: Rough lumber, spruce or 
pine, 35,000 pieces 2x10, 16 feet long; 4,00 
pieces 6x6, 16 feet long; 3,500 pieces 4x6, 16 
feet long; 5,500 pieces 4x4, 16 feet long; 
6,500 pieces 2x4, 16 feet long; 125,000 pieces 
1x12, 12 feet long; 80,000 pieces 1x2, 12 feet 
long; 25,000 pieces 2x8, 16 feet long; 19,00 
pieces 2x4, 16 feet long; 99,000 pieces 1x6, 
16 feet long. 

“Tongued and grooved flooring,- #9. 
pieces 1x6, 16 feet long; 4,000 window 
frames and sash 2 feet 10x6 feet 6; 4,00 
door frames and doors 2 feet 8x6 feet 6; 
4,000 hinges, 3-inch, and screws; 4,00 
hanks and staples; 50,000 brick for chim- 
neys; 7,000 squares of felt roofing three 
ply; 50 kegs of 8 penny nails; 17 kegs 2 
penny nails.

Cent Added to Their Pay. 
Pa., October 7.—Now

question of what the companies mean by 
10 per cent in the case of the miner and 
his helper. The miner works by contract 
and pays the laborers out of his earnings. 
rule the miner cuts six loads of 
coal, for which he gets $6.30. Out of. this 
he pays for powder, oil and repair of tools 
and the wages of his helper. The laborer’s 
pay is fixed at so much per day. and in 
this region it averages about $1.75. After 
paying the laborer: and the expense of 
powder, oil, etc., the miner has about 
$2.30 left for himself. Ten per cent ad- 
vance gives the miner 60 cents extra per 
day. The laborer wants his 10 percent, or 
i8 cents, and as a consequence the miner 
must be content with 45 cents extra, or 7 
per cent. But in mdny instances a miner 
has two laborers. This means that 36 
cents must come out of the 63 cents and 
the miner finds himself enjpying an ad- 
Vance of only 5 per cent. ie how the 
operators want this offer interpreted is 
not known here. The 1]0cal operators say 
that the men who framed the offer either 
did not have in mind that the miner pays 
the laborer, or-else having it in mind, 
figured the laborer out of the considera- 
tion altogether and left it for the miner 
and laborer to settle between themselves 
what. if any, portion of the 10 per cent 
the laborer should receive. The laborers 
will not, it is thought, be content with 
anything less than a full 10 per cent raise, 
and this, it is thought, is going to cause 
a hitch when the convention comes to 
consider the question.

Unexpected Food for india. 


Literary Digest: The Biblical story of 
the supply of manna in the wildernéss 
will be suggested to many minds in the 
réport from India that a substance has 
been discovered exuding from the bam- 
boo forests in the central provinces. It 
is shown by Davic Hooper in Nature that 
the existence cf such a substance was 
known to fhe ancients and is mentioned 
in some botanies, although it is not re- 
corded by modern travelers. Says Mr. 
Hooper: 

“The strange appearance of manna on 
the stems of the bamboo was reported 
last March by the divisional forest of- 
ficer, Chanda, central provinces, and no- 
tices of this phenomenon have been pub- 
lished in the local papers. The bamboo 
forests of Chanda consist of dendrocala- 
mus strictus, the male bamboo, a bushy 
plant of from twenty to thirty feet in 
height, and affecting vhe cooler northerly 
and westerly slopes of central and south- 
ern India. This is said to be the first 
time in hisfory of these forests that a 
sweet and gummy substance has been 
known to exude from the trees. The gum 
has been exuding in some abundance 
and it has been found wery palatable to 
the natives in ihe neighborhood, who 
have been consuming it as food. The 
occurrence of the manna at this season 
is all the more remarkable since the 
greatest famine India has known is this 
year visiting the country and the dis- 
tricts where the scarcity is most felt 
are in the central provinces.” 


A Pretty Legend of the Mirror. 


Pittsburg Dispatch: One of the pret- 
tiest of all the storfes relating to mir- 
rors is that which comes from the far 
east. In this a man brings as a gift to 
his wife a mirror of silvered bronze. 
Then she, having seen nothing of the kind 
before, asks in the innocence of her heart 
whose was ‘the pretty face smiling back 
at her. And when, laughing, he tells her 
it is none other than ner own, she won- 
ders still more, but is ashamed to ask 
further questions. But when at last her 
time comes to die, she calls her little 
daughter, and gives her the treasure she 
has long kept hidden away as a sacred 
thing, telling her: “After I am dead you 
must look in this mirror, morning and 
evening, and you will see me.

And it is added, by 
the old Japanese narrator, that when the 
girl's father learned the meaning of this 
strange conduct of hers, “he thinking it 
to be a very piteous thing, his eyes grew 
dark with tears.”’

One of the mest envied of Chinese wo- 
men is the wife of Earl Li Hung Chang, 
he of the yellow jacket and. peacock 
feather.

She is a 
great leader of fashions, too, and is said 
to have achieved the reputation by in- 
venting fifty different ways in which her 
glossy black hair could be dressed, al- 
though it is probable that to the aver- 
age American they would all look alike. 

Her feet are disfigured, as are those of 
ali Chinese women of rank, and 
only ty being carried three hours in the 
fresh air every day is she able to make 
a pretense at the exercise of European 
women.

DISCOVERY MADE IN PARIs. 


Paris, September %.—By the m 
chance two French chemists, Drs, D 
_and Balthazard, have recently made a 
discovery that may, in its effects, prog, 
to be one of the important scien 
events of the century.’ Following it up

of sodium will purify and repurify air jg. , 


This means, roughly spe 
the removal of the chief obstacle to syy. 
marine work and to all other pursuits re. 
quiring a constant renewal of air by me. 
chanical means. Its commercial valye 
along many lines can hardly be estimated, 
To the credit of several mice, forgot. 
ten and left to die, the discovery must be 
credited. In the laboratory of the two dig. 
tinguished chemists the little rodents had 
been placed for some experiments, in g 


the nature of things the air of the Zlobe 
should have soon been exhausted and the 
mice have perished of asphyxiation. Great 
was the amazement of the chemists, 
therefore, when, several days later, they 
had occasion to use the globe and found 
the mice still alive; somewhat thin, to be 
sure, but exhibiting no difficulty in their 
breathing. Casting about for some ex. 
planation of the mystery, they decided in 
lieu of any other enlightenment that a 
small block of bioxide of mereury which 
had been left in the globe must have 
wrought the miracle of the unexpecteg 
prolongation of life. They tested the mat. 
ter. Rabbits and dogs were shut up with 
a block of the bioxide in hermetically 
sealed glass receptacles just large enough 
to hold sufficient air for half an hour or 
so. After five hours and a half the ani. 
mals were still breathing regularly and 
— just as if they were in the open 
air. ° 

Then it was decided to experiment with 
human subjects. A diver’s helmet wag 
constructed with a lining of the bioxide 
of sodium.

HOW THE BIOXIDE WORKS. 

There was no longer any room for 
dcubt that a discovery had been made 
which, while of extraordinary simplicity 
will be an invaluable aid to progress and 
to the comfort of life. It was shown by 
chemical experimentation that wherever 
carbonic acid gas is present, bioxide of 
sodium fastens on it avidly, planting itg 
tceth in it, so to speak, to get at the car- 
bon and combine with it. Incidentally a 
prcportionate quantity of pure oxygen is 
set free. That is to Say, the bioxide of 
sodium is the most efficient Scavenger of 
vitlated air yet discovered. It needs no 
preparation of any kind: its mere pres- 
ence suffices; and it is absolutely insatia- 
tle. As long as thera is a morsel of the 
bioxide left and the tiniest whiff of car- 
benic acid gas for it to play on, it con- 
oe its purifying work. 

ernaps one of the most inter 

Plications of the newly learned abe 
of the bioxide will be in the development 
of submarine navigation. Experts vlaim 
that the oyxgenizing compound will solve 
at once the difficulty of providing under 
sea vessels with a constant supply of 
fresh air at normal pressure. That phase 
of the problem has hitherto balked al! 
the efforts of submarine engineers. 

The plan, adopted of late, of storing 
compressed air in the reservoirs of sub- 
marine vessels necessitated frequent re- 
turns to the surface for replenishment, 
and the use of cumbrous apparatus and 
delicate valves for pumping out the vitiat- 
ed air. Tha employment of liquid air in 
which the French government made elab- 
orate experiments, was a step forward. 
Being able to carry the air in so highly 
concentrated a form and at the normal 
pressure, submarine vessels wera abla to 
remain longer under the surface than was 
the case with compressed air. There still 
remained, however, the necessity for elab- 
orate machinery for the storing and dis- 
pensing of the air and for its removal 
when it became foul. And of course, the 
store even of liquified air was not inex- 
haustible. 

With the use of the regenerating biox- 
ide there is no question of machinery oth- 
er than that used for ~ropelling the sub- 
marine vessels. There is no need of re- 
turning to the surface for renewing the 
air supply. As long as the bioxide, the 
food and the -.material employed for gene- 
rating power holds out, the boats may 
remain under water. The submarine boat 
comes at once into the realm of practical 
achievement. Naval warfare is in con- 
sequence likely to be entirely revolu- 
tionized. It will be possible very soon 
for submarine torpedo carriers to track 
the enemy unseen for days at a time 
waiting for a favorable moment to blow 
up @ whule fleet from underneath. 
INVALUABLE USE TO WHICH THE 

DISCOVERY MAY BB PUT. 

It is obvious that the use of a diving 
helmet, such as was employed in the ini- 
tial human experiment recorded, will 
much facilitate the work of salvage and 
scientific exploration under sea. All the 
apparatus that the diver will need will be 
the one rope or cable by which he com- 
municates with those above and by which 
he is hauled up when necessary. tlor- 
merly he was obliged to move very slowly 
and carefully for fear of tangling the 
guiding rope across the air tube Often, 
despite all precautions, the accident would 
happen. That meant a frightful death 
at the bottom of the sea, the man being 
deprived of air to breathe and unable to 
give the signal to be pulled up. Under 
the new conditions his work will be both 
freer and safer. 

On land the uses to which the bioxide 
May be put are endless. It will be used 
to purify the air in hospitals. Mining 
opgations will be rendered much more 
safe by its use. Crowded factory rooms 
can be kept always full of fresh, sweet 
air. In theaters and places of public 
meeting people can breathe freely again. 
In schools children wil] be brighter and 
healthier for its presence. It is proposed 
to Induce sanitary authorities to make its 
use compulsory in all these ways. 

It has been pointed out, also, that the 
bioxide will dispense with the need of 
opening windows in winter time, Instead 
of losing three quarters of the artificial 
heat of our rooms through windows 
opened for ventilation we may if we | 
keep our apartments hermetically ol 
from November unti] May, @nd have a 
constantly equable temperature with no 
fear of sudden chill; the air, none the 
less, always perfectly pure, and the coal 
bill cut down to one-fourth the present 
amount. 

More interesting still is the suggestion 
due to the discoveries, that the bioxide 
may be used to give a chance to sors 
buried alive. Dr. Desgrez especially is 
enthusiastic on this point. He insists 
that the law should compel the construc- 
tion of what he calls “scientific coffins.” 
spac‘ous enough to give ample turning- 
over room, having a bell attachment at 
the side, and containing a block of the 
bioxide. Furthermore cemeteries should 
be regularly patrolled, to insure immedi- 
ate atgention if any of the buried occu- 
pants should show a desire to be ex 


umed. 

The two chemists to whom the scientific 
world owes its new knowjedge of the a'r- 
purifying qualities of the bioxide, frank- 
ly admit that the discovery was pure 
chance. 5 

“That is the great joy of scientific

The salary attaching to the office of 
adjutant general is $2,000 a year, while 
the duties connected with it are such

vided into every branch of the service 
from infantry to naval militia. The di- 
rection of this large body of men is in 
his hands and the efficiency of the troops 
must depend to a great extent on the 
efficiency and competence of the adjutant 
general. 

Among those who have so far been 
mentioned for the office are Colonel A. J. 
West, of Atlanta; Colonel W. G. Obear., 
inspector general of the militia, and Act- 
ing Adjutant General Phill Byrd. No 
application, of course, has been forward- 
ed by any of the three men named, but 
their names have been suggested, even 
before the death of General Kell, as pos- 
sible successors to that distinguished 
Georgian. 

The suggestion of the name of Colonel 
A. J. West has been made, it is under- 
stood, on account of his prominence as a 
confederate veteran and his recognized 
It is 
regarded as doubtful, however, that he 
would accept the office even if tendered 
to him. 

Inspector General Obear, who has for 
several years practically directed the 
of the militia, is an officer 
whose military education and ability has 
for him the hearty indorsement of 
troons of the state. It was under 
the direction of Colonel Obear that the 
Third Georgia regiment, created during 
the Spanish-American war, was recruited 
and organized. 

The acting adjutant general, Colonel 
Phill G. Bvrd, has been associated for 
the past two years with Colonel Obear 
in the management and control of the 
militia. He is regarded as an efficient 
officer and would make a stfong candi- 
date for the office of adjutant general. 

Appointment May Be Delayed. 

Governor Candler would not discuss the 
appointment of a successor to General 
Kell except to say that it might be sev- 
eral weeks before any action would be 
taken in the matter.

Mrs, J. S. Barnwell, formerly of Jack- 
son, Ga., but now of Atlanta, was given 
an exciting chase for her trunk upon her 
arrival in the city late Saturday evening. 
Mrs. Barnwell came to Atlanta Saturday 
to make her home with relatives at 232 
West Fair streét. Her first impression 
of her future home was a gloomy one, 
for upon reaching the house of her re- 
lations she found her trunk had not ap- 
peared and that the baggage company to 
which she had entrusted it, knew no more 
than she did. 

On reaching the outskirts of the city 
she, with several other passengers on 
the coach, gave her address to the agent 
of the Atlanta Baggage and Cab Com- 
pany, and never thinking but what the 
trunk would be at its destination on her 
arrival in Atlanta she gave no more at- 
tention to the matter. 

Through the work of Detectives Ivy 
and Walton it soon developed that the 
belongings of Mrs. Barnwell had been 
taken, presumably by mistake to 64 Form- 
walt street, In the basement of the 
Formwalt street residence is a negro 
quarters and here the trunk was ac- 
cepted from the company as the proper- 
ty of the inmates, a woman, who gave 
her name to the police as Lizzie Scott. 
Late Saturday evening the baggage com- 
pany sent an agent to 64 Formwalt, where 
a positive denial was given that any 
trunk had been received. Yesterday 
morning Detectives Ivy and Walton went 
out to investigate the case. To them, af 
knowledge of the trunk was also dis- 
claimed, 

A forcible search of the room by the 
detectives disclosed the property of Mrs. 
Barnwell. A case was promptlv made 
against the negro woman, Lizzie Scott, 
and yesterday afternoon the trunk with 
all its contents was turned over to the 
rightful owner. 

A further investigation will be made of 
the case, but in the meantime the officers 
are at a loss to know the proper charge 
to bring against Lizzie Scott.

Destructive Wind Stcrm; Sweep 
Through Minnesota 


ENTIRE FAMILY WIPED OUT 


Large Amount of Valuable Property 
Is Destroyed and a Number of 
Persons Are Severely In- 
jured—Death List 
May Grow. 


Biwabik, Minn.. October 7.—The torna- | 


do which raged in this vicinity last even- 
ing was the most violent ever experienced 
hereabouts. The storm cut a pathway 
10 feet in width through the northwest- 
ern corner of this town, completely 
wrecking the buildings struck. The shaft 
houses and buildings of three mines 
which stood in the path of the storm 
were reduced to kindling wood. The 
property loss is estimated at from $75,000 


to $100,000, and the known fatalities num- | 


ber nine, with a score or more injured;

The storm swept in a northwesterly di- 
rection after leaving here, and struck a 
Finnish settlement near Pike Lake, where 
a number of buildings were wrecked, in 
one of which an entire family, consisting 
of husband, wife and four children, were 
instantly killed.

Richard Zeigler, of Galveston, is in At- 
lanta, stopping at 134 Ivy street. Mr. Zeis- 
ler, who left the storm-stricken city last | 
Thursday, the work of clearing | 
away the wreckage is proceeding slowly, 
owine to the immensity of the task. He 
Was in Galveston when wind and wave 
Wrought such destruction and gives some 
@raphic incidents of that night of horror 
and of the days that followed. 

A curious freak of the, storm was the 
fact that for a long time the wind was 
blowing a gale off shore, but it did not 
stay the incoming of the walls of water 
which the mrddened gulf was hurling on 
the doomed town. This has caused many 
citizens of Galveston to assert that it is 
incorrect to describe the disaster to a cy- 
Tt Is said that comparatively lit- 
tle damage was done by the wind, the 
work of destruction being accomplished 
almost entirely by successive avalanches 
of water. And these avalanches came 
crashing over the island for hours in the 
teeth of a tremendous gale. Ofrdinarily;, 
when the wind is blowing strong off 
shore. the waves do not come in with de- 
structive force. Because of these cir- 
cumstances Mr. Zeigler says it is now be- 
lieved in Galveston that the calamity 
Was due to a succession of tidal waves 
which were caused by seismic disturb- 
ances out in the gulf. 

The terrible force of the waves is ev!i- 
denced by the condition of the jetties. 
There are great gaps in them, the water 
having cut through the masonry, Trip: 
rapping and mattress work as though it 
Were sand, Houses standing on the water 
front were caught by the waves, swept 
fcross the island and hurled, some of 
them bodily; on the mainland several 
miles away. ‘The foundations of several 
brick structures were cut entirely away, 
only great, gaping holes being left. In 
these holes many corpses were found. 

A curious {illustration of the manner in 
which some people ran from safety to 
Certain death on the night of the storm 
is given by Mr. Zeigler. Down on the 
beach near the United States fort Hved 
a family named Lackey. There were six 
in the family, one of them being a girl 
in frail When the storm was

raging, five members of the family fled, 
leaving the sickly girl. ‘Those who fled 
Went straight to doom, while the cot- 
tage in which the girl remained was not 
injured by the waves, and she was found 
there safe the day after, 

A mother with an Infant was carried 
Out into the gulf on a raft. They were 
Elven up for lost, but two days after 
the storm the wind drove the raft back 
to the beach. The mother was dead. but 
the baby was cooing on her cold breast. 

Mr. Zeigler savs that the number of 
peopie who perished will never be as- 
certained. Dead bodies are being found 
daily. Every time a mass of wreckage 


is moved corpses, long since putrid, are 
discovered. This is one reason why the | 
work of cleaning the wreckage proceede | 
50 slowly The workmen are overcome 
by the noisome odors and cannot work 
steadily. 

Mr. Zeigler Says it is a mistake that the 
bodies which were placed on ba rgers, tow- 
ed out into the gulf and thrown overboard 
were swept back to the beach. All these 
corpses were heavily weighted 
at the bottom of the gulf.

on the eve of the national election by 70,- 
000 majority has already had a hopeful 
and encouraging effect on the party in 
the doubtful states. 


With the membership of both senate 
and house of the Georgia legislature 
termined, public interest is being centered 
on the next session which opens in little 
more than two weeks, on Wednesday, 
October 24th. So far as the organization 
of either body {s concerned there is no 
indicatioh of a contest except fn the up- 
per house where there are two candidates 
in the field for secretary. Secretary Nor- 
then, of the last senate, is opposed for re- 
election by ex-Senator Cliffton, of McIn- 
tosh, and from al] indications both are 
out for the secretaryship in earnest. The 
former was tha first to announce his can- 
didacy and hag therefore that advantage 
to his credit. 

For the presidency of the senate, Clark 
Howell, of the thirty-fifth, will have no 
opposition and will receive the unanimous 
vote of the upper house. In the lower 
house the election of John D. Little, of 
Muscogee, to the speakership is a settled 
fact, as the opposition which manifested 
itself at the time of his announcement 
has now entirely disappeared, 

John T. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, the popular 
clerk of the last will again fill 
that office after the newly elected house 
has convened. 

Before the arrival of the advance guard, 
it is difficult to tell anything about the 
character of the legislation to be discuss- 
ed and enacted at the cOming session. A 
few of the leading measures to be intro- 
duced, however, are known of in a gener- 
al way. 

Hon. T. W. Hardwick; of Washington, 
will introduce a bill similar to the one 
presi nted at the last session to disfran- 
chise the ignorant and illiterate negro 
vote of Georgia. As an advocate of dis- 
franchisement, T. W. Hardwick placed 
himself before the voters of his county 
and on that alone he was over- 
whelmingly re-elected to the general. as- 
sembly. In returning to the house he has 
practically pledged himself to introduce 
the measure referred to. 

The new Hardwick bill will not be as 
drastic in its terms as the last one, It 
will be modified to the extent of striking 
at no one race or class of people and will, 
it is believed, call for a general purging 
of the list. 

The Hardwick bill of the last legislature 
was widely talked of. On the show down 
it received but two votes, those of Hiram 
P Bell, of Forsyth, and Roland Ellis, of

ORPHANS’ HOME 
RECEIVES ‘AID 


Trinity Church Raised Over $1,000 
Yesterday for Decatur Charity. 


SCENE WAS MOST IMPRESSIVE 


Many of the Orphans Attended the 
Service in a Body. 


SERVICES WERE UNUSUALLY INTERESTING 


Rev. H. L. Crumley, Superintendent 
of the Home, Preached Able Ser- 
mon and Appealed for Help. 


— 


Over $1,000 was raised at Trinity church 
yesterday at the morning service for the 
benefit of the Decatur Orphans’ home. 
The exercises which resulted in such prac- 
tical assistance to one of the state’s wor- 
thiest charities were very impressive, and 
the attendance was large. 

Some fifty of the children from the or- 
phanage attended, in charge of the man- 
agers of the institution, occupying seats 
in front. The little ones sang 
songs beautifully. They were a bright 
looking, well dressed crowd, and excited 
the sympathetic interest of the ¢ongrega- 
tion. 

Rev. Howard L. Crumley, superintend- 
ent and financial agent of the Decatur 
Orphans’ homé, preached an able sermon 
from the text: ‘Prove all things: hold 
fast that which is good.’’~—I Thesselonians 
v, Zi. 

Mr. Crumley told how the spirit of sclen- 
tific knowledge had seized hold of every- 
body, and an that demanded proof 
in all things had subjected the scriptures 
to the most rigid investigation without 
shaking in the slightest degree their dl- 
vinely built foundation. He said Paul’s 
method of studying facts and accepting 
only that which was true was the correct 
method in theology as in the affairs of 
the world, and that the Bible had nothing 
to fear from the “higher critics,”’ theolog!- 
cal or secular. “This book,” said he. 
“is the best established fact there is 
in the world today. Thank God that 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost are just ag 
capable of demonstration today as Jesus 
was when He was upon the earth.”’ 

The speaker then told of the great work 
to which he had dedicated his life. He 
said there were 155 children in the or- 
phans’ home at Decatur, and that they 
were dependent on the free will offerings 
of the Christian people of the state for 
their maintenance from week to week. 
The Institution had no endowment fund, 
but was conducted simply on the implicit 
belief that the Lord would provide. Mr. 
Crumbey said he had always discouraged 
anything like importunity in calling on 
the public for contributions. Under divine 
guidance the orphans would never want.

The intention is to rais2 
$5,000 at once for the building of an annex 
to provide the additional room badly 
needed. He said that the institution was 
now taking tnfants as young as a month 
old, and told what a blessed charity the 
ladies of the First Methodist church had 
performed when they built the baby cot- 
tage. He said the home was now taking 
crippled orph*ns fn its hospital who were 
curable, and ought also to throw its doors 
open to the incurable little ones who at 
present were sent to the county poor- 
houses. He said the latter course was 
shameful and anything but creditable to 
a Christian civilization. Another thing 
that Mr. Crumley &8poke about was the 
taking in of children whose parents were 
compelled to work hard for a living, tn 
most cases either the father or mother 
being dead. He said these poor people 
came to him frequently and said they 
were compelled to leave their little ones 
alone all day tin order that they might 
earn bread, and that they were willing 
to pay for the care of their children bv 
the home. He advocated the enlargement 
of the scope of the institution’s work so 
as to include this class of unfortunates. 
He said that it was the policy of the or- 
phanage to find good homes for its charges 
just as soon as could be done, and that 
every boy and girl, as soon as large 
enough, was taught to earn a reasonable 
amount of thetr own support. It gave 
them independence of character, he. de- 
clared., 

At the conclusion of Mr. Crumley’s re- 

marks, several members of the congrega- 
tion testified to the noble character of 
work being done by the Decatur Orphans’ 
home, and the excellence of its manage- 
ment, : 
“There was never,” sald Dr. Quillian. 
a better opportunity to mantfest the 
Christly spirit than in caring for these lit- 
tle ones,”’ 

The response to the speaker’s request 
help to make the much needed itm- 
provements at the orphanage was verv 
liberal, as indicated in the foregoing. It

1. This was a very strange thing which 
Jesus was about to do for Peter, This was 
the Lord whose. marvelous words spok- 
en in Peter's ears have been the supreme 
wonder of the world. His works sur- 
passed all the works of patriach, prophet 
and apostle. He was master of heaven 
and earth, the Lord over life and death. 
He was the Messiah of God. Peter had 
come to a raticnal confidence in this. his 
character, and at Caesarea Philippi had 
confessed, “‘Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God.” And vet this divine 
lord was kneeling before him as a menial 
to wash his feet. A strange and as- 
tounding mystery, and the more firmly 
be believed on Him the more perplexing 
gid it become. 

But, the man who deals with God will 
be ever finding mystery. All nature's 
work is incomprehensible. Of essence we 
know nothing. We never get beyond the 
outer courts in the temple of knowledge. 
God only walks within. The wisest most 
humbly confess the narrow limits of what 
they know. The Bible is as full of mys- 
tery as nature. Asa rule of right living 
ail is plain enough for the negro, or the 
child, to apprehend. But there are large 
measures yet remaining which the strong- 
est students have not comprehended. God 
said to Daniel, “Go thy way, Daniel; 
for the words are closed up and sealed 
until the time of the end.'' The prophet 
had to say, “I heard, but, understood 
not.’’ Peter says ‘“‘The -prophets have 
inquired and searched. What, or what 
manner of time the spirit, which was in 
them did signify, when it’testified before- 
hand the sufferings of Christ?’ More, 
he adds, “Which things the angels de- 
sired to look into.’’ Thus in the book there 
are things which were mysterious to 
prophets and to angels; and after the cen- 
turies of study there are yet vast re- 
mainders that are not understood. 

There are mysteries in our daily home 
life. Over every doorway there are re- 
corded sentences as illegible and perplex- 
ing as the handwriting on the wall when 
Belshazzar feasted with a thousand of 
cehis lords. As we have sat in our homes 
as-happy as children at play, there has 
come forth a hand which wrote over 
against the candlestick upon the plaster 
of the wall, and our countenances have 
been changed, and our thoughts troubled 
us, and {t was dark for a long time. Oh! 
how painful the mystery! Who can tell 
me. why our brightest hopes have died in 
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Who can tell me why that 
home has been so bitterly deso- 
Who can tell me why the gtrong 
the sweet ones, have gone awny 
us and left us with nothing to do 
suffer and long to die? 
Life is one great mystery. Wherever 
we look we find its movements shrouded 
in the dark and unintelligible. In fact, 
all God's work is done jin occult Ways; 
mystery is the sign by which the I[nfinite 
makes all Hig doings. In fact, we cannot 
understand how a life which declares God 
to human minds could be otherwise. The 
difference between the finite and the In- 
finite can only be measured by celestial 
diameters. This fact alone puts His work 
beyond human understandng. Even in 
this world, between finites, there are dis- 
tancega so great as to make the different 
orders of being wholly incapable of un- 
derstanding each other. Our horses and 
dogs know us—known not alittle about 
us. They recognize us, know our yoices. 
understand much that we say to them, 
discern our moods. But what do they 
know of conversation and our acts beyond 
this narrow sphere? We are as incom- 
prehensible to them as God its to us. And 
between men there are distances 
they are utterly unable to 
measure. What does the simple hewer of

Besides. God's work is —« ES 
a plane entirely different from ours. Our 
sphere {s necessarily very narrow. We 
are only where we stand: the limit of 
earthly vision is not very far away, and 
the passing moment fills our sphere. At 
best we are poor, blind and ignorant 
children. But God sweeps and fills the 
universe and all duration, and His pur- 
poses and plans have reference to all 
His intelligent beings. 

The connection of our lives with the 
lives of the higher host. St. Paul clearly 
declares, when in writing to the Corinth- 
ians (First’ Corinthians, iv, 9) he says, 
“For I think that God hath set forth us 
the apostles jast, as it were appointed 
to death: for we gare made a spectacle to 
the world, to angels and to men. So that 
the lives of men have some connection 
with the lives of the spirits in high places, 
and we are not farseeing enough for this. 

2. Yet the Lord required Peter to sub- 
mit He gave him no explanation. His 
objection was specious. It was based 
upon a deep humility but that availed 
nothing; he must submit. Man has no 
right to ask questions of God about the 
requirements made of him. Peter knew 
that it was the Lord who was about to 
wash his feet, and he had no right to ask 
why. or to oppose any objection. The 
simple rule governing the relation of Cre- 
ator and creature {fs that the Creator has 
the absolute right to command,.and it Its 
the unquestionable duty of the creature 
to obey. 

And explanation !s subversive of faith. 
The greatest of the apostles says, ‘‘Hope 
that is seen is not hope: for what a man 
seeth, why doth he yet hope for?’ The 
unexplained and unintelligible is the true 
test of faith. The world has sneered at 
the simple law of Eden, “Of the tree of 
the knowledge of eood and evil thou shalt 
not eat of it; for in the day that thou eat- 
est thereof thou shalt surely die.” 
They cannot see the reason of 
it. But i!f it had been a moral 
commandment, the reason of which 
was palpable, !t might have been 
oObeved without the slightest degree of 
faith: no more than was shown in its 
disobedience. Many an atheist and unbe- 
liever belleves ahd obeys the moral com- 
mandments—those of which they see the 
palpable reason—“‘thou shalt not kill;”’ 
“thou shalt not gteal;’’ ‘‘thou shalt not 
bear false witness.’’ But thera is no 
faith in that: they simply Obey because 
they understand: and that is not faith. 
You would believe a confessed liar on the 
same terms. 

Again, there is no benefit in our un- 
derstanding the reason of what is re- 
quired of us. Faith and obedience ire 
not of evidence. Faith has not tu do 
with what is seen and understood. 
‘Faith is the substance of things hoped 
for.’ It is that which stands under them 
and holds them up. Faith ‘is the evi- 
dence of things unseen,” the ground upon 
which we believe what we cannot under- 
stand. 

So the Savior standing in the presence 
of this perplexed disciple insists, “If I 
wesh thee not, thou hast no part with 
me.” Without faith we cannot please 
God. So he rebuked Thcemas, ‘‘Thomas, 
because thou hast seen me thou hast be- 
lieved: blessed are they that have not 
ecen but have telieved.”’

A Furnace of Earth,’ which is the prison 
of ithe body. fired by the flames of the 
Carthy passion of love. 

“The book is full of the fire of human 
Nature, but it is not for that reason to be 
Condemned hastily. It is not sin for 


human nature to be aroused. The ques- 
tion is, Whence was the spark that lit it— 
from heaven or from hell? Our human 
bodies were given us with a purpose that 
well understood the dignity of human 
passion. This wes not bern in us io 
deny, but to understand, to use and to en- 
noble. There are those to whom passion 
is a forbidden word. Such will ‘fiercely 
condemn this book. But there are others 
who will reach deeper for its sincerity 
and truth. Their own hearts will tell 
them that it deals with realities whicn 
every one faces at some time in her life 
in the depths of her own soul. Such a 
one can follow to the border-land of evil 
(where the books 171ds her) without cross- 
ing over; can permit the fires to kindle 
without allowing tham to consume, One 
can follow the ‘Margaret’ of the printed

On the one hand we have Moses and on 
the other Jesus Christ; on the one hand 
‘the law,’ or the Old Testament dispen- 
sation; over against it we have ‘grace 
and truth,’ or the gospel dispensation; 
in the first instance the law given through 
Moses, but in the second grace and truth 
coming to pass through Jesus Christ: in 
the one case an economy of salvation 
through obedience to the law or justiq- 
cation before God by works, and, in the 
other, the scheme of salvation by the ac- 
ceptance of grace or God's unmerited 
mercy toward sinners or justification by 
trust in Jesus Christ. 

‘‘Moses or Christ? Whom shall we fol- 
low? If Moses, then our hope of salva- 
tion must rest on the doing of all the re- 
quirements of the perfect law of the 
infinitely holy God. If Christ, then we 
are to rely for pardon, peace and eves- 
lasting life not on works, not on our 
obedience to law, but on grace, on Jehvo- 
vah’s executive clemency putting aside 
the penalty of the law we have all will- 
fully and repeatedly broken. 

“Law will not save men. In law is no 
mercy, no grace. We read ‘he that da- 
spised Moses’s law died without mercy.’ 
Law, of whatever kind, knows nothing 
of mercy. Take natural law. Burn your 
hand in the fire and the pain will not 
cease nor the scar disappear be- 
cause you cry ‘I’m sorry. I repent, I will 
not do so any more.’ Take human law. 
Its duty is to prescribe penalty for its 
violation, but after that our civil law has 
nothing more to say. Take consctfence. 
Conscience, the catégorical imperative of 
our ethical natures, authoritatively or- 
ders ‘thou shalt do right,’ and ‘thou shalt 
not do wrong,’ but when you have done 
the wrong it does not tell you how you 
may be forgiven. So with the law of God. 
It thunders ‘the soul that sinneth ig 
shall die.’ But ‘all have sinned and com: 
short of the glory of God;’ yea, and alas, 
‘death hath passed upon all men because 
all men have sinned.’ 

“Why was the law given, a law which 
causes us to stand awestruck before it: 
impossible requirements and unspeakable 
penalties? The law shows man to him- 
self. Man, looking into the law, discovers 
that he is the very’ being the law con- 
demns for not being what he ought to 


be. The law is a looking “glass. You 
look into your mirror; the mirror does not 
make your old or ugly; it simply lets you 
see that you are old and ugly. You 
drop a plumb line beside a crooked wall, 
the plumb line does not cause the crook- 
edness—it only shows it. You carry 2 
lamp in a dark night; the lamp neither 
creates the rough places in the road nor 
removes them. You open a window to 
a. darkened room; the light reveals the 
dust and confusion that you did not see 
before. but it is not responsible for them. 
So the law is the candle of the Al- 
mighty to show us the chambers of our 
hearts and reveal their innumerable sins 
and wickednesses. 

“The law condemns us. ‘Therefore, Dy 
the deeds of the law shall no flesh living 
be justified in His sight for by the law 
is knowledge of sin.’ 

“Again, ‘the law is our schoolmaster 
to bring us to Christ.’ Christ's summary 
of the law is unselfish love; it is ‘thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart and thy neighbor as thyself.’ Have 
you done it? Who has done it? Has any- 
body done it? Who does it? Who can hope 
to do it? Who, then, can reasonably ©€X- 
pect to be saved because of his sinless- 
ness or be justified before the bar of the 
Omniscient God on the ground that he 
has kept the law? No, the law kills 
us; grace and truth make us alive. “By 
grace are ye saved’—by the unmerited 
mercy of God; ‘through faith’—that 13, 
through personal confidence, unwavering 
trust in Jesus Christ as the only Saviour, 
the willing Saviour, the all-sufficient Sa- 
vior, the everlasting Savior. ‘By grac* 
are ye saved through faith and that not 
of yourselves.’ Salvation is not because 
of anything you do or anything that you 
are. It is not of yourselves. What then? 
‘It is the gift of God’ offered on the condi- 
tion of repentance joward God and self-sur- 
rendering submission to the lordship of 
Jesus Christ. The subtle power, th: 
mighty magnetism, the regenerating ¢n- 
ergy which saves and sanctifies us in 
God's grace exhibited with irrisistible at- 
tractiveness gn the cross of Christ.”’ 


ALBANY’S ARTESIAN WATER. 


New Well Brings Water from Depth 
of 850 Feet. 

Albany, Ga.. October 7.—(Special.)—For 
a number of years Albany has been fam- 
ous for her artesian wells and for tne 
matchless water which has made her one 
of the healthiest places in Georgia. Near- 
ly twenty wells have been sunk since the 
first steady flow was obtained about 
fifteen years sgo, and our wuter problem 
has been solved for all time. Artesian 
water is useil to fi'sh our sanitary sew- 
ers, to flood burning buildings, to sprin- 
kle the streets and for all domestic pur- 
roses. The water in all our city mains 
is absolutely pure, and, consequently, tho 
general health of the community at all 
times is remarkably good. 

An artesian well recently sunk by th 
municipal governm«nt hag solved a 
problem over which there had long beech 
a good deal of doubt in this section of the 
state. The stratvm fron: which our sup 
ply of artesian water was first drawn, 
and which all wells subsequently bored 
haved tapped, is from 675 to 750 feet from 
the surface. fn not a single instance did 
failure result from an effort to secure 4 
steady flow, and the various wells if 
Albany flow anywhere from forty to 
three hundred galions per minute. 

In course of time, however, it became 
eprarent that few, if any more, wells 
could secure a natural flow from the 
stratum referred to. It was noticed that 
when the air lift at the waterworks plant, 
working a twelve-inch well, Was in 
cperation, the flow of the smaller wells 
was materially affected, in several in- 
stances stopping altogether. 

It nas always been the belief of those 
familiar with the geological formation of 
this region that other water-bearing 
strata underlay the one from which w® 
have been drawing our artesian water 
for the last fifteen years. It wag impossi- 
ble-to ebtimate the. probable depth of. the 
second stratum, ahmgh our people were 
anxious to knaw. Thinking that the ex- 
periment necessary to settle the question 
Cefinitely might prove highly expensive, 
no one volunteered to bore through to 
the second stratum, until the city of Al- 
bany, seeking to solve the question of its 
future water supply, did so. 

The result was all that could have been 
desired. At 850 fect a strong, steady flow 
of remarkably fine -water was secured. 
Through a small pipe more than sixty 
gallons a minute was secured. With a 
larger pipe, water in practically unlim- 
ited quantities may be brought to the 
surface, and all the needs of the city in 
future supplied. The newly located 
Stratum appears to be richer in its sup- 
ply of water than the one a hundred feet 
higher up, and is believed to be inex- 
haustible. 

The water from this new well has been 
found to possess remarkable remedial 
properties, and has elfected some realiv 
wonderful cures, Professor H. Cc. White. 
of Athens, has just compieted «a chem- 
ical and bacteriological analysis of the 
water, and the showing is about what 
was expected. Physicians declare that 
for kidney and bla@der troubles, rheuma- 
tism, all forms of indigestion and many 
lesser H's, the water. will prove invalua- 
ble. Persons are beginning to come to 
Albany by hundreds from ali portions o: 
this and other states to drink the water, 
dial ln practicaliy ail cases great benefit 
has resulted. The city government pro- 
poses to advertfse the water extensively,

FEUD IS ABOUT TO 


BREAK OUT AGAIN 


Gang That Has Terrorized Winston, 
County, Miss. 


MANY MURDERS COMMITTED 


Outlaws Have Their Own Way in 
That Section. 


WOW THEY FIGHT AMONG THEMSELVES 


It Is a Wild Region—Johnson Leads 
One of the Factions, Wicker 
the Other One. 


Jackson, Miss., October 7.—(Special.)— 
Reliable word from Winston county is 
to the effect that another outbreak of 
the Johnson-Wicker feud is threatened 
and the two factions are aligning them- 
selves for a recurrence of the old difficul- 
ty, which has been allowed to slumber 
for the past month. 

This feud has perhaps borne more hid- 
eous fruit than any similar affair of ‘he 
kind in the history of the south. For 
the past year it has been steadily growing 
and hardly a month passes that is not pro- 
ductive of an ambushcade or assassination 
of peculiar atrocity. Ten murders have 
been traced directly to the feud in al- 
most aS many months, and the present in- 
dications are that its baneful influence 
will continue in a constantly widening 
circle until all of the parties original'y 
implicated are exterminated. All in all, 
the feud is fully as bad as the worst 
the state of Kentucky has ever been 
able to boast of, and a Corsican ven- 
detta would be at a decided disadvantage 
in the comparison. 

Among the better class of citizens of 
Winston county the feud is not counte- 
nanced and they display a great deal of 
hesitancy in discussing the matter fear- 
ing that it would result in their becom. 
ing involved in the difficulty. There is 
a very evident attempt among this class 
to smooth over the uncompromising front 
of affairs and to gloss the more glaring 
features which have occasionally reached 
the outside world. 

Winston county is an ideal location for 
a feud. There is no railroad within iis 
borders and the people living tin the sec- 
tion of the county, which ts termed «he 
hot-bed of the difficulty, are of a primi- 
tive type. _They wear homespun clothes, 
go hunting in their shirt sleeves. with 
shotguns on their shoulders and with the 
provincial yellow dog following behind. 
They have a charming disregard of mor. 
als, an almost total lack of conscience 
and a cold-bloodedness which Is appall- 
ing when the atrocity of the murders 
committed is considered, not to mention 
the number of unsuccessful assassinations 
attempted. 

Although now enjoying only one year 
of growth, the feud, which first broke out 
on the borders of Winston county, ha 
spread to parts of the adjacent counties 
of Noxubee and Oktibbeha, but nearly all 
the feudists live in Winston county, and 
the two killings which have taken place in 
adjoining counties are merely ramifications 
of the main difficulty. One of the two 
foreign killings took place on the roal 
from Macon to Winston, and the other 
just over the Une in Oktibbeha county. A 
man named Webb was killed at Ackerman 
several months ago and this was claimed 
by some to be a result of the feud, and 
it probably was, as the victim was related 
by marriage’ to one of the Johnsons. Up 
to the present time the Johnson family 
has suffered nearly all the fatalities, only 
two white men and one negro On the other 
side being killed. The list of slain In- 
cludes Paul, Henry, Doss and Forest 
Johnson, four brothers, who met death 
within six months of each other. Four 
other brothers still: survive and if thev 
do not carry out the feud to the bitter 
end those who know them find have cause 
to be acquainted with theif desperate cast 
of character will be very much surprised. 
On the Wicker side old man Wicker and 
a young man named Acker Rave bee) 
the chief victims. An attempt was made 
to assassinate Wicker’s daughter, who is 
described as a girl of very comely and 
prepossessing appearance, a short tima 
before the old man met his fate, but it 
proved unsuccessful. . 

Winston county has been mentioned 1s 
a section of country without a railroad. 
Physically the country is hilly in its 
character, with the usual variety of val- 
ley, creek bottom and swamp, and con- 
tains some very rich and productive lan... 
Nature has given the locality a not un- 
pleasant aspect, but to the average trav- 
eler there is a sinister significance to i? 
all, caused doubtless by the knowledge of 
the terrible effects:of the feud, and the 
thought that perchance some feudist is 
secreted behind a tree near the roadside 
waiting for his victim. 

Near the immediate locality occupied 
by the feudists there is a sma!! schooi- 
house and church, the latter of the Bap- 
tist denomination, and it Is in connec- 
tion with this place of worship that un 
interesting side issue to the main story ts 
related. 

About four months ago a Baptist min- 
ister, who lives in the northern part ol 
the state, arrived at the conclusion that 
a little missionary work would do the 
feudists a world of good. so he hied him- 
self to the neighborhood and announced 
that he was going to start a revival ser- 
vice in the little log church. The an- 
nouncement, being somewhat out of the 
ordinary, was received with some show 
of interest by the natives, and for two 
nights the services were well attended. 
On the third day, however, the minister 
received a strongly worded note advising 
him to discontinue the meeting and im- 
precating all sorts of dire vengeance if 
he did not leave the neighborhood at 
once. 

But the minister came of fighting stock 
of the old school. He was not daunted 
by the note, and sent word throughout the 
locality that services would be held as 
usual that night. When he arrived at 
the church the congregation was much 
larger than usual in anticipation of trou- 
ble. The minister walked calmly into the 
pulpit with a pistol in his hand, laid it 
down beside his Bible and opened the 
gervices. The meeting was continued un- 
til the expiration of the time originally 
set, 

Another instance of the character of 
the feudists is related. During the polit- 
ical campaign I&st summer a local poll- 
ticilan of the county remarked that enouga 
rope ought to be sent into the locality +o 
hang the feudists. A few -weeks later 
the politician went down in the district 
on a canvassing tour for a friend who 
wanted a county office, and while travel- 
ing along the road he met with fully a 
dozen men with short ropes around thelr 
necks, worn like a tile, frayed at the 
ends, and as an evident intimation that 
they had heard of his remark. He did not 
tarry long in the locality.

Artist Charles Dana Gibson, whose pop- 
ularity with feminine America has not 


benedict of several years, is scheduled ta 
break out with another series of draw- 
ings to be exploited in a New York week 
ly, under the general caption of the ‘‘Ad. 
ventures of a Widow.”’ 

The first of this series, which will doubt- 
less run for several months, has already. 
made its appearance. From an artistic 
standpoint it is undoubtedly clever, ana 
for other reasons it is interesting. Ac- 
cording to the lines which accompany the 
picture, it is to be inferred that the 
young looking woman clothed in widow’s 
weeds is destined to have some exciting 
experiences before Artist Gibson decides 
to ring down the curtain on her publig 
career. 


The scene of the picture is supposed to 
be the interlor of a cloister, although the 
only outward signs to put the reader on 


notice of such surroundings is the sweet 
faced nun, who its engaged in smoothing 
the ringlets from the brow of the little 
woman, who {ts experiencing her first sor- 
row, and the glib Iines that are written 
beneath the cut. This young woman, i? 
one reads the lines of the artist correctly, 
has taken the death of her husband very 
much to heart, and ts thinking seriously, 
of taking the veil. 

‘Of course she does nothing of the sorty 
If she did the drawing would not be las 
belled “‘l’’~—which signifies that there are 
more to follow. It does not take a Sher- 
lock Holmes to deduce the balance of 
the story which ts to be Told pictorialiy. 
Miss Widow does not enter the cloistcA 
Quite the contrary. The premature taking 
off of poor, dear Jack is regretable, but 
the world still has a claim on her’ affec- 
tlons that is not to be smothered by ihg 
soft, sober robes of the nun.

before the series is brought to a close, and 
the final picture wiil be replete with wed. 
ding bells and rice. Of that there can be 
| little doubt. The first series of drawing 
| that Artist Gibson turned out, called ‘““The 
Education of Mr. Pipp,’”’ was a clever 
stroke on the part of the artist. It made 
a great hit and only served to endear Mr. 
Gibson to a larger circle of worshipers 
than before. 

Gibson occupies the same position itn the 
world of art that James K. Hackett, Her- 
bert Kelsey and John Drew occupy in the 
realm, of the drama, And. Gibson has 
managed to Keep his old friends and make 
new ones as the yéars rolled around. He 
has also changed his style to such an ex- 
tent that some of his most ardent ad- 
mirers are becoming alarmed. 

His keen lines are giving way to the 
sterner strokes of the goose quill, and in- 
stead of the clever tone that used to mark 
his early efforts, the broad line and solid 
black seems to appeal to him. Gibson 
has been called the dm Maurier of Amer- 
ica, but there is nothing on record ts 
prove that the young man relished the 
| title. No one can blame him for declining 
to go into ecstasies over such an ap- 
preciation, for while the lamented Eng- 
lish artist was undoubtedly clever, and 
far away the best “‘soclety’’ draughtsman 
on British soil, yet his pictures lacked 
that grace of line and delightful abandon 
of treatment that have ever marked the 
products of the prolific pen of Charles 
Dana Gibson. 

But to hark back te the “‘Widow”’ se- 
ries. Word comes from Philadelphia that 
there is to be a new face in the Gibson 
sketch book. And it ts well. Gibson has 
been severely. criticised for not having 
more models. Week after week, month 
after month, and year after year, the 
same strong-faced young woman has peer- 
ed out from his drawings unt!l one,dream- 
ed of her features if the dead hours of 
the night. Miss Clarke was the first and 
no matter where the Scene was laid the 
Clarke face was thé paramount issue. 
Then Mrs. C. D. Gibson came upon the 
scene and Gibsonites congratulated them- 
| selves upon the: fancy that they were 
| about to enjoy a variety. 
| The latest Gibson girl, it seems, ts to 
| be Miss Georgia Howard, of Philadelphia, 

who is to pose as the widow in the new 

series of drawings that the artist is under 
/contract to turn out. this winter. Miss 
| Howard is a beautiful young woman who

'studios of the Quaker City, and her 
| friends anticipate that she will measure 
|up to the desired standard of beauty 
'about which Mr. Gibson is said to be ex- 
tremely exacting. The first picture in 
_the series shows Miss Howard to be a 
/young person with large, soulful eyes that 


look out from the page with a wistful-
